Sculptor shows off some steel 


art A local and award-win¬ 
ning artist is unveiling his 
twisted sense of creativity 
in a solo exhibition starting 
Friday. 

Mark Bellows sculpts 
pieces of 12- and 14-gauge 
mild steel into creations he 
considers to be the luxuiy 
cars of the sculpture world. 

Bellows used to take trips 
to the scrap yard to find 
metal shapes for his various 
projects. 

“The problem was, I 
couldn’t get the finish I 
wanted,” he said. “It was be¬ 
cause I was using metals 


that were different. I want¬ 
ed my sculptures to look 
like a Ferrari or a Porsche or 
a Lexus, not a rusty Volvo.” 

As a sculptor Bellows said 
getting people to look at 
your piece is half the battle. 

“People look at Ferraris 
and they look at Porches 
and there’s a reason why,” 
he said. 

“It’s because of the finish 
and I wanted to be able to 
explore that.” 

Now Bellows uses clean 
steel for his sculptures and 
bends them into shapes 
that he sees fit. 


“I’m still reacting to the 
steel I’m finding,” he said. 
“But instead I’m taking the 
time to make my own 
shapes, leave for a while, 
then come back and react 
to those shapes just like I 
would have if I’d found 
them at the scrap yard.” 

The world premiere of 
Getwiste Staal, The Dutch 
Connection, opens with a 
public reception Friday at 7 
p.m. and runs until May 7 at

While plenty of Edmonto¬ 
nians procrastinate their 
way into spring, city crews 
are glad to be getting a 
head start on some 
seasonal cleaning. 

For the past few weeks, 
crews have been doing 
some preliminaiy sweeping 
on major roads and con¬ 
crete medians, and have 
even begun filling potholes 
in neighbourhoods across 
the city. 

“We think it’s a little less 
(severe) than previous years 
and we attribute that to the 
rehab projects that we’ve 
been doing as well as the 
mild weather we experi¬ 
enced this last winter,” said 
Roland Aitchison, superin¬ 
tendent of operations, road¬ 
way maintenance for Trans¬ 
portation. 

Aitchison said there are 
about 5,000 kilometres of 
roads that need to be swept 
this year and almost half-a- 
million potholes that need 
filling. Not to mention the 
approximately 150,000 
tonnes of sand used on 
streets over the winter that 


need to be collected. 

The spring sweep budget 
for 2010 is about $9 million. 

“That includes sweeping 
the streets, litter removal 
and recycling of the sand,” 
Aitchison said. 

The pothole budget for 
2010 is $5 million and the 
litter budget is another $1 
million. 


Aitchison said that the 
city is receiving the normal 
amount of calls complain¬ 
ing about potholes and that 
he appreciates every one of 
them. 

“Our crews are out there 
looking for them as well,” 
he said. “We don’t discour¬ 
age anybody from reporting 
a pothole. If you find one 


that needs to be addressed, 
absolutely, let us know 
right away.” 

Street sweeping should 
start throughout the city on 
April 6, weather permitting, 
and it should take eight to 
10 weeks to complete.

In a move that could 
have a ripple effect across 
the country, Quebec — in 
its budget Tuesday — said 
it’s considering a de¬ 
ductible for each trip to 
the doctor. 

It even raised the possi¬ 
bility the rest of Canada 
might want to follow suit 
in what would be a 
significant shift 
for the univer¬ 
sal health sys¬ 
tem. 

Quebec 

claims the de¬ 
ductible is in line 
with the Canada

Joseph Juniak said Wednes¬ 
day that the older girl start¬ 
ed by taking money to have 
sex with several men at a 
party in a high-rise apart¬ 
ment Sunday. The teen then 
gave some of the money she 
had collected to the younger 
girl to let the men start 
touching her, Juniak said. 

Two women found the 
child crying outside the 
apartment and walked her 
home. 

The teen is charged with 
aggravated sexual assault, 
promoting prostitution and 
other crimes. Her name was 
not released because of her 


age. She was being held in a 
juvenile detention facility. 

A spokeswoman for the 
county prosecutor’s office 
said prosecutors would seek 
to have the teen tried as an 
adult. Police believe as many 
as a dozen people were at 
the party. They are trying to 
track down the men and 
boys who attended and 
additional arrests 
are expected. 

The child was 
treated at a hos¬ 
pital, and police 
said child protec¬ 
tive services i 
working with the 
family to get her psychologi¬ 
cal help. 

Trenton Mayor Doug 
Palmer called the crime 


“sickening” and said it was 
among the worst he's seen 
in his 20 years as mayor. 

“The police are taking this 
personal,” the mayor said. “I 
know there’s a place in hell 
for all the people that partic¬ 
ipated in this, and I’m sure 
they will get there.”

Rewriting cultural norms is the answer

When it comes to sexual 
assault, blaming the victim 
is nothing new. We’ve all 
heard it before: Her skirt 
was too short; she should¬ 
n’t have been out alone; 
she was asking for it. 

But as I perused the 
headlines online last Fri¬ 
day, I discovered a new 
low: “Rapist hopes victim 
has learned ‘to keep her 
doors locked.’” 

I had to check the head¬ 
line twice to make sure it 


was real before I could 
move on to the article it¬ 
self, about a sentencing 
hearing held for 27-year- 
old Daniel Katsnelson in 
Ontario Superior Court 
that day. 

Katsnelson pleaded 
guilty in January to sexual¬ 
ly assaulting two women 
on the York University 
campus during Frosh 
Week 2007. After scam- 
ming their way into a resi¬ 
dence building, Katsnelson 
and a friend prowled the 
halls, checking for un¬ 
locked doors so they could 
“get lucky.” 

The women Katsnelson 
raped were 17 and 18 at 
the time, just starting uni¬ 
versity. In court on Friday, 
both women read disturb¬ 
ing victim impact state¬ 


ments about the physical 
and psychological pain 
caused by the attacks. 

Afterwards, Katsnelson’s 
own thoughts were re¬ 
vealed by the Crown prose¬ 
cutor, who read from a 
probation officer’s report: 
“(Katsnelson) states he 
hopes some day the victim 
will be able to take away 
something positive from 
this, as he has.” What, ex¬ 
actly? “That now maybe 
she will know to keep her 
doors locked.” 

Are you kidding me? 
With logic like Katsnel- 
son’s, one might expect 
the victims to leap up from 
the stand to thank their 
rapist for teaching them a 
valuable life lesson. Per¬ 
haps they could all shake 
hands as well? 


Real-life bogeymen like 
Katsnelson are the reason I 
grew up afraid of walking 
alone at night, afraid of 
strangers, afraid of almost 
everything. Some nights, 
when I’m home alone, 
there aren’t enough locked 
doors in the world to make 
me feel safe. 

But the answer isn’t 
more locks. The answer is 
change. The answer is 
rewriting our cultural 
norms to build a world in 
which men no longer feel 
entitled to women’s bodies 
and violence isn’t an every¬ 
day occurrence. 

Katsnelson’s sentence 
will be delivered April 14.

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Manufacturing gives economy a boost 


The stalwart Canadian 
economy marched 
doggedly forward in Janu¬ 
ary, growing faster than 
anticipated thanks to a 
healthy boost from a man¬ 
ufacturing sector that ap¬ 
peared to be in full 
rebound from the 
recession. 

The month’s 0.6 per cent 
rise in real gross domestic 
product, reported Wednes¬ 
day by Statistics Canada, 
was the biggest one-month 
lift in more than two years 


and just ahead of an econo¬ 
mist consensus forecast of 
0.5 per cent. 

“The Canadian recoveiy 
is becoming more fully en¬ 
trenched and is showing 
surprising strength, with 
the goods-producing sector 
in full rebound mode,” 
Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist for BMO 
Capital Markets, wrote in a 
note to clients. 

“Importantly, the recov¬ 
eiy looks to be broadening 
beyond the initial push in 


The amount 
goods- 
producing in¬ 
dustries grew, largely on 
the strength of manufactur¬ 
ing and construction. After 
a 1.2 percent gain in 
December, manufacturing 
was up 1.9 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary, with 17 of 21 major 
groups advancing. 

housing and consumer 
spending, as manufactur¬ 
ing has advanced for five 


straight months. 

“The solid improvement 
will likely put more pres¬ 
sure on the Bank of Cana¬ 
da to raise interest rates in 
the next couple of months 
from their historic lows of 
0.25 per cent.” 

The construction sector 
advanced 1.7 per cent, on a 
four per cent increase in 
residential construction 
and a one per cent rise in 
engineering and repair 
work. Non-residential 
building construction 


bucked the trend, falling 
off a slight 0.5 per cent. 

“These are unambigu¬ 
ously strong results, with 
GDP now rising at a whop¬ 
ping 6.9 per cent annual 
pace over the November- 
to-January period,” Porter 
said. 

“And, the economy has 
already recouped more 
than half of its recession 
losses, with GDP now up 
by 2.7 per cent from last 
May’s low.”

ThyssenKrupp AG and 
Corns Group PLC, said it 
has lodged a formal com¬ 
plaint with the European 
Commission after Vale and 
BHP Billiton struck deals 
with Asian steel mills that 
would increase iron ore 
prices by between 80 per 
cent and 100 per cent. The 
group said it saw “strong 
indications of illicit co-or¬ 
dination of prices increas¬ 
es and pricing models.”

• Remove heavy, dark- 
coloured curtains and re¬ 
place them with lighter 
sheers or a light-coloured 
curtain, if possible.

cy or sun protection is not 
an issue, consider leaving 
the windows without win¬ 
dow treatments or with just 
delightfully gauzy sheers. If 
your curtains or drapes are 
not changed seasonally, vac¬ 
uum or launder them to re¬ 
move wintertime dust. 

• If you have heavy, dark- 
coloured rugs, consider 
storing them and replacing 
them with lighter cotton 
throws, or sisal rugs. If you 
do not change rugs season¬ 
ally, clean them with a non¬ 
toxic carpet cleaner. 

• Vacuum upholstery. 
Consider using washable 
slipcovers in pastel or 
bright colours or summery 
botanical or other prints, es¬ 
pecially if you have dark- 
coloured or wooly-looking 
upholstered furniture. Also 
replace warm, “fuzzy” 
throw cushions and throws 
with light-weight alterna¬ 
tives in summery shades. 

• Wipe ceiling fans to 
avoid dispersing dust accu¬ 
mulated over the winter. 

• Dust thoroughly, includ¬ 
ing baseboards and behind 
and underneath furniture. 

• Clean vents on air con¬ 
ditioning vents or window 
units. 

• Bring fragrant and 


colourful spring flowers in¬ 
to the home, including 
forced tulips, narcissus, daf¬ 
fodils, or hyacinths. 

• Replace flannel or dark- 
coloured bedding with 
lighter cottons, preferably 
in light patterns or shades. 
Similarly, use towels in 
spring pastels in the bath¬ 
rooms. In the kitchen, con¬ 
sider sparkling new tea tow¬ 
els. 

• Decor should be light 
and colourful. Consider 
glass vases, bowls of lemons 
or citrus fruits, bright plates 
with floral or other sum¬ 
mery patterns. 

• Once the weather has 

become consistently 

warmer, wash or launder 
and put away winter coats, 
hat, scarves, gloves and 
boots. Clean and store them 
in waterproof containers or 
coverings. 

• Prepare warm-weather 
clothing for wear. Wash and 
iron them if needed. Put 
away or protect clothing 
that you wear in the winter, 
like long-sleeved sweaters 
and tops, woolen pants or 
jackets.

review In a post-Lord of 
the Rings moment of CGI 
crowd scenes, the sight of 
thousands of real, flesh- 
and-blood people milling 
about onscreen has the 
power to stop breath; the 
shots of rural Chinese 
workers swarming madly 
through a transit station in 
Lixin Fan’s documentary 
Last Train Home are quite 
literally suffocating. 

That's absolutely a com¬ 
pliment, by the way — the 
intensity of the visuals 
match the seriousness of 
his subject, which is noth¬ 
ing less than the social and 
economic erosion of the 
world’s largest national 
population. 

Its portrait of a labour 
class cut off from their do¬ 
mestic lives starts off 
panoramic — those train 
station shots — and then 
turns intimate, using one 
family’s fractured dynam¬ 
ics as a microcosm of na¬ 
tional dysfunction. 

Zhanghua and Sugin 
Yang work brutal hours in 
a metropolitan sweatshop, 
sending nearly all of the 
money they make to their 
children in the county; re¬

turning home for Chinese 
New Year, the are greeted 
not as breadwinners but as 
deserters. 

Eldest daughter Qin re¬ 
sents her parents’ absence 
and retaliates by leaving 
home — an ironic re¬ 
sponse that's part adoles¬ 
cent hormones and part 
cultural inevitability. 

Fan’s mobile camera 
catches a number of un¬ 
comfortable moments, 
but there's never any 
sense that his subjects are 
being exploited — the 
precision of the composi¬ 
tions is tempered by an 
underlying sense of empa¬ 
thy. 

The past few years have 
seen a number of vital 
films addressing the after- 
math of China’s “great 
leap forward.” 

Last Train Home de¬ 
serves a place on that list.

Remakes are a dangerous 
business, and more often 
than not they serve as cau¬ 
tionary tales. Clash of the 
Titans follows this less- 
than-proud tradition, 
updating what's become 
something of a camp clas¬ 
sic with a lifeless dirge. 

The tale of young Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) leading 


a band of soldiers on a 
quest to save the people of 
ancient Greece from the 
wrath of the gods is told in 
plodding, self-serious tones, 
with our heroes literally 
walking from one action 
set piece to another. 

This is the third block¬ 
buster Worthington has 
fronted in less than a year 
(after Avatar and Termina¬ 
tor Salvation); and if he 
doesn’t crack a smile in 
one, he’ll soon risks over¬ 
staying his welcome. 

Even as a big effects 
movie, Clash of the Titans 
comes up short. While the 
giant scorpions and the 
fearsome Kralcen look pret¬ 
ty nifty, the digital effects 
for Medusa wouldn’t be ac¬ 
ceptable in a video game. 


And many of the big bat¬ 
tles are shot so quickly and 
frenetically, it’s hard to tell 
what’s going on — or 
which toga-clad soldier just 
got run through with pin- 
cer. 

That’s not to even men¬ 
tion to 3-D aspect. The film 
was hastily converted in 
post-production to 3-D after 
the success of Avatar, and 
that hastiness shows. 

If anything, Clash of the 
Titans serves as the best ex¬ 
ample of why 3-D movies 
should be made that way 
from the start. If you must 
see Clash of the Titans, see 
it in 2-D.

Taqwacore: The Birth 

of Punk Islam

review Inspired by the sim¬ 
ilarly named book, Taqwa¬ 
core presents the marriage 
of two seemingly disparate 
and misunderstood cul¬ 
tures: Islam and punk rock. 

The film is essentially 
two movies tied together 
by the overall goal of show¬ 
casing how the two cul¬ 
tures can co-exist. The first 
half follows The Taqwacore 
author and movement gu¬ 
ru Michael Muhammad 
Knight and a bus load of 
Muslim-American and Mus- 
lim-Canadian punk rockers 
with band names like The 
Kominas and song titles 
like “Sharia Law in the 
U.S.A.” as they tour across 
the country. 

The tour itself is pretty

standard for what amounts 
to a bus load of misfits 
playing loud music. But it’s 
at the open mic night of 
North America’s largest 
gathering of Muslims 
where they run into their 
harshest critics. The all-girl 
Secret Trial Five from Van¬ 
couver cause a near riot of 
young Muslims upset with 
the idea of a woman 
singing. However, the 
brazen act of defiance also 
inspires nearly as many in 
the crowd as it offended. 

The film then switches 
gears, following Knight to 
Pakistan where he reunites 
with members of The Komi¬ 
nas. While trying to re-con¬ 
nect with the spiritual as¬ 
pect of Islam he had long 


ago abandoned, Knight and 
his friends tiy and connect 
their music with Pakistani 
Muslims. After a series of 
disappointing gigs with oth¬ 
er groups, they decide to 
put on their own DIY show 
on a local rooftop. 

Director Omar Majeed 
does a good job establish¬ 
ing that though all the 
band members are Muslim, 
their music is not preach¬ 
ing Islam. Rather, they’re 
using references to their 
culture while projecting 
the youth rage for which 
punk is known. 

But the film loses focus 
as it follows Knight to Pak¬ 
istan. There it shifts focus 
from a film about a youth 
movement to Knight’s own 
personal journey. And 
while that’s certainly a 
valid narrative on its own, 
in the context of the film’s 
first half, it feels off topic 
and slightly confusing. 

Despite this, Taqwacore 
presents a middle way for 
Muslim youth living in 
North America that bal¬ 
ances secularism and spiri¬ 
tualism.

Different Strokes 

Julian Casablancas having fun without his band

Julian Casablancas is hav¬ 
ing a lot of fun without 
The Strokes. Maybe even 
more fun. 

“It’s the less cooks in 
the kitchen thing. It’s a lit¬ 
tle more laidbaclc,” the 
iconic New York band’s 
frontman tells Metro over 
the phone while en route 
to a taping of NBC’s Late 
Night With Jimmy Fallon. 

You can’t blame the 31- 
year-old rocker for being 
mildly chirpy about going 
solo. Released last fall, his 
debut album Phrazes for 
The Young found a warm 
critical reception. 

And right before he 
kickstarted his current 
North American tour his 
profile received a solid 
boost from an unlikely 
quarter — a spoofy viral 
video. 

The Boombox clip, fea¬ 
turing a guest spot from 
Casablancas for a song by 
comedian Andy Samberg’s 
band Lonely Island, made 
its debut on Saturday 
Night Live earlier this 
month and sent the blo- 
gosphere abuzz with 
praise for not just its lov¬ 
ing send-up of’80s subcul¬ 
ture but also for Casablan¬ 
cas’ equally goofy per¬ 


formance. 

It all seems like a blast 
now but Casablancas’ soli¬ 
tary effort was not born 
out of the most breezy cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“Two years after the last 
Strokes record (2006’s 
First Impressions of Earth) 
when we were kind of get¬ 
ting together to do some¬ 
thing again, I think three 
people in the band were 
working on solo records,” 
Casablancas says. “I 
wouldn’t say I was mad. 
But I didn’t want to do a 
Strokes record under 
those circumstances ... 
they weren’t really pres¬ 
ent, you know.” 

Absentee bandmates 
proved to be the perfect 
opportunity for Casablan¬ 
cas to explore his love for 
the rhythms of the “late 
’70s-early ’80s” on his own 
terms. “I have lots of sub¬ 
conscious memories from 
the ’80s. Sonically, I was 
going for (that). But musi¬ 
cally I was probably more 
influenced by bands like 
Hot Chip,” explains 
Casablancas. 

The synth-driven sounds 
of the record were pretty 
clear in his head and 
Casablancas did not want 
to enlist producers who 
would simply enforce 
their ideas on his songs. 
But, in Jason Lader and 


Bright Eyes’ Mike Mogis, 
Casablancas found the col¬ 
laborators who could facil¬ 
itate exactly what he was 
looking for. 

“They were just great. If 
you described something 
they could just nail it,” 
Casablancas says. 

Despite the solo success 
and recent reports about 
The Strokes working on 
their fourth album with¬ 
out their vocalist, 
Casablancas has good 
news for fans — he is still 


committed to the band 
that has launched a thou¬ 
sand imitators since 
2001’s roclc-reviving Is 
This It. 

He admits that the 
group’s dynamics “are bet¬ 
ter now than they have 
been in a long time” and 
the album — slated for a 
late 2010-early 2011 re¬ 
lease — is making 
progress. 

“It’s about halfway 
done, I guess. It’s crawling 
there,” Casablancas says.

W ith tulips in 
bloom and al¬ 
lergies in the 
air, here’s the 
second half of a look at 
some major rock releases 
coming this spring. 

Sea of Cowards, The 
Dead Weather (May 7):

Diamond Eyes, Deftones

first album since 2001. 
The first single, Between 
the Lines, is my favourite 
rock single of 2010 so far. 

Songs of Ascent, U2 
(June 1?): With the 360 
tour set to restart on June 
3, U2 may have a new al¬ 
bum to work into its set. 
Those hoping for a shift 
back to the band’s classic 
sound after No Line on the 
Horizon may be in for a 
disappointment. Bono has 
been quoted as saying this 
album features a “marked 


shift in sound” and is a “re¬ 
flective, meditative piece 
of work.” If the rumoured 
June 1 release date is cor¬ 
rect — no guarantees — 
we should see a single very 
soon. But other rumours 
suggest that we’ll get a sin¬ 
gle in June with a full al¬ 
bum in September. 

Meanwhile, U2 fans can 
sort through Artificial 
Horizon (May 14), a collec¬ 
tion of remixes of No Line 
on the Horizon songs cre¬ 
ated by artists such as 
Trent Reznor and Hot 
Chip, the British electron¬ 
ic outfit. There’s also the 
possibility of a DVD of last

Roman Polanski update: 
Yep, he’s still in Switzerland 


courts Prosecutors angrily 
deny claims by Roman 
Polanski’s lawyers that 
they tried to conceal evi¬ 
dence in his 32-year-old 
sex case, and they have re¬ 
newed demands that an 
appeals court order him to 
return to the United States 
for sentencing. 

Two prosecutors who 
handle appellate matters 
for the district attorney’s 
office argue in a 26-page 
brief filed Tuesday that al¬ 
lowing Polanski to avoid 
extradition from Switzer¬ 
land hurts the integrity of 
the judicial system more 


than revelations of alleged 
misconduct by a now de¬ 
ceased judge. 

They also claim there 
has been a misinterpreta¬ 
tion of an extradition 
treaty with Switzerland 
and that Polanski should 
be returned for a court 
hearing in Los Angeles. 

The 76-year-old film di¬ 
rector fled the U.S. in 1978 
after pleading guilty to un¬ 
lawful sexual intercourse 
with a minor. 

He remains under house 
arrest at his chalet in 
Switzerland.

COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1/4 cup sugar 
11/2 teaspoon baking 
powder 

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

1 cup fresh ricotta 
3/4 cup milk 

3 eggs, separated 
olive oil cooking spray 

METHOD: 

In a large bowl, whisk 
flour, sugar, baking pow¬ 
der and salt together until 
well blended, set aside. 

2 In a separate bowl, com¬ 
bine ricotta, milk, egg 
yolks and lemon zest 
together in a bowl and stir 
until smooth. Add to diy 
ingredients and stir until 
just combined. 

3 In a clean diy bowl, beat 
egg whites with an electric 


mixer until soft peaks 
form. With a rubber spatu¬ 
la, fold egg whites into ri¬ 
cotta mixture in two 
batches until just blended.
